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A Letter froth a Gentleman at Hamburgh, to his 
Friend at Amfterdam, dated April 25, 1717+ 


Sir, 
Am furprized to underftand by your Letter, 

@ that they talk with fuch Afperity at the Czar’s 
Court, againft his Britanmick Majer and his 

- Miniftets, without being able to alledge a- 
hy other Reafon, than the preffing and repeated 
Inftances made on the Part of the King of Great 
Britain, for the Evatuaticn of Meccklemberg, 
You intimated to me in yout Letters, that the 
Czar’s Minifters do themfelves confefs; that they 
have no Right to leave thofe Troops in the 
Empire, and that they promifed the Minifter 
of his Imperial Majefty, who is at the Hague, 
to caufe them to depart without Delay. 
Why then do thefe Gentlemen make it a Crime 
in tis Britannick Majefty, for having preffed 
_ their Mafter to do a thing which they acknow- 


dge to be conformable to Juftice, and even 
Intentions of his Czarifh Majefty? And I 
tnuft add; Sir, that-it is no lefs fo to hie own. 
lotereft ; for neither his latereft in particular, 
nor the Intereft of the Northern Allies io ge- 
eral, require that Czar, by leaving Bis 
Troops in Gerttiany, without any Pretext, fhould 
itritate theEmperor and the Empire, and give them 
fuch an Inclination for Sweden, as will be moft 
éapable of procuring for that Crows, at thie fa- 
tare Peace, (whereof his Imperial Majefty is ac- 
knowledged Mediator) Advantages’ as his 
Swedifh Majelty could not otherwife have hoped 
for. It has never 5 that his Britannick 
Majefty has made ule of the leaft Threatning, 
to oblige the Czar to evacuate the Empire. The 
moft that he has done is, that fecing~ his In- 
ftances unfuccefoful, he has defired bis Imperial 
Majefty, and fome other Potentates, to add theirs 3 
which they did accordingly, explicitly and bate- 
faced, and without Circumlocution or Myftery. 
I cannot then imagine, that a Prince of fuch Un- 
derftanding as is his Czarifli Majefty, can be again 
the King ‘of Great Britain in thofe tharp Senti- 
ments, 28 fome of the Ruffian Minifters make 
ar to you: No body fhewed a greater Joy 
than the Czar, at the Elevation of His Britannick 
Majefty to the Throne. He has always made 
appear.a moft earneft Defire to be united to 
him by Treaties of Alliance and Commerce, the 
Overtures' whereof have been agteeably received, 
and nothing having fince pafféd which could give 
the leaft Wound to that good Underftanding, 
except the Inftances for obtaining fo jut a thing, 
jt is inctedible that the Czar fhould let himfelf 
be carried:afide from fo great an Intereft, by the 
private Refentments of fome of his Minifters.

not ray but neceffary ; the King of Great. 
Britain being engaged to it, as being a Member 
of the Empire, the Rights whereof he faw viola- 
ted; but efpecially by. the Duties of “his. Offices 
being oné of the DireStots of the Circle, and. 
thereby not only anthorized, but even indifpeh- 
fibl to maintain its Orders and ‘Tran 
uillity. 
You tell me, Sit, thar ’tie alledg’d, that if his, 
Britannick Majefty had aéted fiocerely, he would 
have concluded a Treaty with the Czar concerning 
the Operations of the next Campatgn, including 
therein as an exprefs Condition, that that Treaty 
fhould have had no Force, till after the Ruffiart 
Troops were gone out. of Mecklemberg, inftead, 
of his Majefty’s refufing to toine to any Agree- 
ment before the Ruffians had evacuated the Em- 
ire. I mut profefs to you, that I could not but 
ve blamed the King of Great-Britain if he had 
made Ufe of that 3 for by fuppofing on, 
the fide of the Ruffians a form'd Defign of leaving 
their Troops in the Mecklemburgfe, was there any. 
thing more cunning thai the Precaution of em- 
barking into a Negociation which mutt fofpend the 
Departure of the Mufcovite Troops till after th 
figning and tatifying the Treaty. Would not hi 
Britannick Majety ave giventhe Roffians a faig 
Opportunity of drawing out things into Length, of 
diferag every Article, and of totally ruining in 
the mean time the poor Nobility of Mecklember 
and had he not thereby have brought upon intel 
the Reproaches of the Emperor and al! the Empire; 
for having furnifh’d a Pretence for the Mulcovite, 
‘Troops to témain in the Empire, by letting himielf 
be amufed with fuch a Negociation 7 And {uppos 
fing on the costrary, a teal Defign ia the Ruffiand 
to evacuate the Empire 3 what Reafon 
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aliedge for not hiving done it upon the Inttancés 
of his Britannick Majefty, fince they could not 
doubt that after having taken this Stumbling-block 
out of the Way, a Confidence would be immediate- 
ly reftor'd, and a Plan of Operations would in a 
re Days have beenagreed upon, tothe Satisfac- 
tion of the Czar. 
But, Sir, Lought to tell you, that I have heard 
by a Friend, who feem’d to me to be well infortn’d,

a gteat deal furthet, and that his Minif- 
agreed at Hanovet, and afterwards at the 
Hague, with the Mioifters of the Czar, upon all 
the Conditions of a Treaty ae the Opeta- 
tions Of the next Campaign, and concerni 
the Engagements to be enter'd into for the whole 
Time the War in the North might laft ; but his 
Britannick Majefty’s Minifters, defiting to fix, by 
an Atticle in the Treaty, a Time for thé March of 
the Mufcovite Troops, it would not be confented 
to on the part of the Czar: Whereupon the Ne:

. Bat what gives me much Thought is, that

*Tis not to be doubted, Sir, that their Imperial R 


and Britannick Majefties have the Regard they 
ought for the Sellicitations that Miall be made to 
them, by a Sovercign fo confiderable as the Czar, 
in Favour of a Prince he has bonour’d with hie 
Alliance. But I cannot believe that any Minifter of 
his Czarifh Majefty would dare to advile him not 
do a thing that is juft, and acknowledg’d to be 
be by the Ruffians themfelves, but upon Condition 
of overthrowing the Conftitution of the Empire, 
of hindering Juftice having ite free Courfe thete, 
and of infifting that die Karpesor oblige himfelf 
to determine, to the Mind of the Duke of Meci- 
lemberg, Differences that lye before the ordinary 
Tribunals, and which ought to be decided by the 
competent and natura) Judges. Such a Proceedi 
could. not fail of ring the Czar odious, a 
draw upon him a great Number of new Enemies. 
That would be the ready way of making him be 
declar’d an Enemy of the Empire, in the Diet of 
Ratisbon ; that would be to prefcribe Laws to the 
Germanick Body, and to its Head ; it would be to 
violate thofe that are eftablifh’d, and which make 
the only Security of that powerful Body ; It would 
be to ftipulate Conditions for a thing to which the 
Czar is obliged without Condition, that is ta fay, 
the Retreat of his Troops out of a Country, 
wherein be had no Right to remain § in fine, it 
would be to refufe to do Mpa and eafy thing, un-
